llctwccn Mill and '.lim people were pres¬ 
ent, ini'lmliog a goodly i-prmkiing of the 
lollowingof Mr. .Sinijison. a- evidenced by 
the applause, determined in cliaracter 
lliniigli slemloi in voinme. wbicli greeted 
liim from time to lime as lie presented tlie 
negative side of tlie question. .Mr. .''inn»- 
,'on is a. I‘]uropeiin, a man of learning, of 
wide experience and aliility, and tlicrcfore 
no mean antagonist; Imt dcliate lieing Com¬ 
rade Carey’s ow n peculiar and native ele¬ 
ment, he captured the audience and woii 
f esh laurels for himself and for the parly 
he represented, .Vs indeed why should he 
not? A’ou have heard w hat the Haverhill 
storekeeper said about liim bust summer? 
.No? Well, 1 must tell you. 

.\ .'omrade from snuther city liappeneiF 
into a store in HaverhiU, and, while wait¬ 
ing his turn to he served, overheard the 
proprietor discussing w ith a eiist niier the 
stir that was being made by .Socialists in 
general, and-lames F. Carey in particular, 
since he had got into the city council. Both 
were lamenting the fact, and the comrade, 
in the guise of a sympathetic outsider, said: 
“1 wonder you let hini go so far. Why 
don’t some of you fellows gel up and 
squelch him?” “Well, you see, it is just 
this way.” admitted the storekeeper apolo¬ 
getically; “Carey is one of tlic hrighle.st. 
men in the .“^tatc of Massachusetts, and Iw- 
sides that, he has all the argument on hi.s 
s de!” .So perinip' it is not surprising that 
.Mr. .Simpson did not come out lirst best on 
this oceassion. 

t.'oinradi Carey opened the dcliate w itb a 
iialt-tioiir sjii-ccii, tlic logic of wbicli was 
irresistible, amt left liisopponcnt lamenting 
tlial it was not the kind of, speech he ex¬ 
pected ami was prepared to answer, though 
lie ilid his liest in till* ha f-hour .-iJloited to 
him ill the negative, Tlien Comrade Carey 
had ano'ilicr ti>n minutes, in w hu h he an¬ 
swered the anurchist's points to the im¬ 
mense satisfaction of the audietiee. and the 
aiiarchisi rounded up with another ten 
minutes of erilieism, and delianee of the 
“tyranny of the majority.’’ 

The ap|iiause, w hen Comrade Carey rose 
to speak, wa.s a greeting from his frieml.s; 
when he closed his ten-minute reply to the 
aiiarehist. it was an enthusiastic tribute 
from the w hide audience. 

Instead of boiling dow n the w hole speech 
and giving you the substance of it, 1 prefer 
to give only a jiart, and give it substantially 
as he said it. We intend to have the whole 
speech published in pamphlet form shortly, 
and 1 jiromise you it w ill make good proji- 
aganda; ami you will want lo order some 
for distribution.- He began as follows: 

“In answer to the question ‘Is the Col¬

Two Opportunities in Wis¬ 
consin. 

Wiseiuisin .'^mialists are nut a 
little interested iu the report of a 
special coiiimissioii anjioiiited by 
the state to investigate the jinddem 
of prison lalsir. While tlie l■om- 
niissioii was made up of represent¬ 
atives of eii|iitalism, their rejiun is 
ipiite radical and its reeonimend- 
ations, if they eould he carried out. 
would he of great advantage to the 
movement for humane conditions 
ill the triatniciit of tlie erimimtl 
ela.-ses, produced hy our .present 
sewiety. Tlie comnii—ioii wasipiite 
fair and ewtiseieiitiniis iu its I'lliirts 
to get a eojiiplete view of the proh- 
lem it was set to solve ami as a re¬ 
sult it listened attentively to rep¬ 
resentatives ol the lalhir orgaiii/a- 
tions and to memhers ofthe .'•Social 
Democracy, Victor L. Berger, 
among otiiers. Some idea of the 
scope of Itie reeommemhilioiis of 
the eommis.-ion may In' had from 
the fact that the -tate is asked to 
aUiiish till' eoiiiraot pris<in lalsir 
system, to rebuild the state pelii- 
teiiliurv so that it w ill hi- a reform¬ 
atory iiilhetrue sense of the word, 
to give the prisoner as miieli out- 
donra r as pos.-iihle', the stale to 
provide tra.ts of laud in the iiortli- 
erii portion of its territory for tlie'.u 
to work upon, etc. 

Most ofthe.se recommendations 
show that the eommissioii liss heeii 
liroad enough to accept ideas from 
Social Iteliiocratie s.iurees for what 
they are worth and without ]irejuil- 
iee. If the recomnieiidatioiis 
eould he carried out, a- 1 have 
said, Wisconsin would lake a ile- 
eided step forward in true eivili- 
/ution. But tliere are reasons w hy 
it eaimot he. Of eoiir-C the trail of 
the eapitalistie serp.i'iit is over it 
all. la't the jirolil-grahhing iii- 
stiiiet alone for taking eareof iiself. 
It seems tliat a reformatory for 

■ rimimils is being hnilt at the town 
of Green Bay. and money does not 
eirenlate very freely in the ‘bleail 
hlive’’ town. Tiiere is therefore a 
scheme under way to get an appro¬ 
priation fiom the state of the snug 
little sum of 87.511,<HK) and to make 
the tiling go through smoothly, a 
junket of legislators was recently 
engineered in palace ears to tha* 
town hy its sinuotlicst politician 
and there ig little doubt that the 
ap]iropriation will be made. The 
most interested persoiig in the deal 
arc the small mcreiiunts of Green 
Bay, who want that money to get 
into town, feeling that imsincss will 
boom when it gets into eircnlation 
there. They believe in tliat re¬ 
formatory with all the sincere lie- 
vof'on so characteristic of l■omIllcr(■- 
ia! patriotism. They do not have 
time to Ixithcr with the hniiianita- 
rian interests involved in tlie effort 

■ to aliolish the contract labor .system. 
It is ‘'prosperity’’ they are after, 
the stream in which they lish for 
dollars and dimes has become ex¬ 
hausted; they want it replenislied, 
just as the state lish hatchery stocks 
an exhausted inland lake in the 
interests of the anglers. 

'i'he sad thing about it all is that 
' the state prison at Wkupuii is utter- 
1 ly unfit for reformatory purposes. 

I It may be justly Said of it that it is 
I the place where criminals are sent 
to be oonfirnied. Its sanitary ar¬ 
rangements, for instance, have not 
developed beyond the individual 
I slop-bucket stage and it contains 
! just twice as many inmates as it 
was built to aei-ommodate. The 
contract system adds still more to 
the disgrace of the allair and the 
inmates are shamefully exjiloited 
hy the contractors. Ultimate good 
will conic from the report, how¬ 
ever, even if not till the .'social 
Deniuer.its get emitrol of thifigs.
